Rufns Cook's Good Advice. | 
Rufus Cook, a civil and sanitary en. 
gineer, has addressed an open letter te | 
the city council of Minneapolis, in which 
ue makes some pertinent and valuable | 
suggestions on the subject of city sanb | 
tation. He states that with the growth | 
of cities there isa constant tendency to | 
the accumulation of unsanitary condi- | 
tions. Sanitary work consists in the! 
application of preventive measures rather | 
than curative, the latter being the prow | 


ince of the physician. To insure this 
sanitary work being fully carrim] out, | 
ample funds should be appropriated te | 
the health department. ; 

People need to be taught that what | 
they eat, drink and breathe has an im- 
portart relation to their health and hap 
piness, and to maintain human existence 
in its highest state requires pure air, 
pure water and pure food, and these sup 
plemented by a pure soil. As purity of 
air is first in importance, the best systems 
of heating and ventilation should be ap 
plied to all public and private buildings. 
A good plumbing law is one of the most 
effective steps in sanitary pru,. ves that 
the city can possibly have. Mr. Cook 
quotes from the New Jersey board of 
health: ‘Most of our cities are etill far 
behind in the details of approved sani- 
tary administration, and in those finan- 
cial provisions, therefore, which are nec- 
essary for the health of the people. In 
the work of sanitary inspection ai ad- 
vice, and in the general oversight of the 
people, we find a field of operation w hich 
might be largely extended to the vest 


advantace of our citizens.”—The sar 


tary News. 


Tobarcs Used tn Europe. 

The total tobacco consumption of En- 
rope is about 23 pounds by each inhab- 
itant. In the Netherlands the proportion 
is a little over 7 pounds to each inhab- 
itant: in Austria-Hungary, 3.8 pounds: in 
Denmark, 8.7 pounds; in Switzerland 3.@ 
pounds; in Belgium, 3.2 pounds; in Ger- 
many, 3 pounds; in Norway, 2.5 pounds: 
in France, 2.1 pounds: in Sweden, nearly 
2 pounds; in Spain, 1.7 pounds; in Great 
Britain and Ircland, 1.54 pounds; in 
Italy, 1.25 pounds, and in Tussia, 1.2 
pounds. In the United States the pro 
portion is said to be greater than that of 
any Luropean country except Holiend— 
43 pounds per inhabitant. The largest 
revenues derived from tobacco are those 
of France, Great Britain, Austria-lun 
gary, and then Spain and Italy. —Ublands 
Wochenscrhift.
